Every few days the newspapers record the 
sudden and inexplicable disappearance of 
some one to whom, before it happened, such . 
@ thing was as strange and unlikely as it 
seems to any of the rest of us who continue 
to breathe in safety. Two or three days ago, 
a physician from Philadelphia disappeared 
at Yonkers. The day before yesterday 4 
young lady disappeared at. Jamaica Plain. 
Hardly a morning passes without its story of 
some person dropping suddenly out of his ac- 
customed place, and being seen no more. , In 
most instances the account is accompanied 
by the statement that the missing individual 
was not known to have bad an enemy, and 
that the motive for that. which has over 
taken him—whatever it may be—is ai incom-- 
prehensible as the means whereby it was ac- 
complished. All that is known is thathe or 
she is gone, and has left no sign. There are 
cases in which the mystery is cleared up, but 
frequently it remains forever unsolved, and 
occasionally, like the half-finished tale of the 
dead novelist, whom two worlds are lament- 
ing, a part of the business is revealed, while 
the rest is shrouded in darkness. 

There is something peculiarly horrible 
about these casualties, and the horror is in- 
creased by their occurrence in an era which 
We are apt to consider one of advanced civ- 
flization,”“In’ the Middle Ages, and before, 
continual fends and vendettas at least. eup- 
plied easy explanation for such catastrophes.
